In 
death rate they ranked, from worst to 
best—Italy, Spain, France, Scotland, .

| In Austria the birth rate is very low 

and the death rate high. The Journal . 
gives no figures for Germany during the 

war. The reports from Poland and 

Czecho-Slovakia show the death rate to 

be very high. No figures as a basis for 

comparison with those of the nations 

cited are available. 

Furthermore, the decline in birth rate 
all over western Europe has been on for 
many years. In Vienna the number of 
births in 1919 was a little more than half 
the number in 1901. The number of 
school children is found to be decreasing 
markedly year by year. In each of the 
13 countries studied more closely the 
figures cited run from 1911 to 1919 in- 
clusive. They show that the birth rate 
was falling in the period 1911 to 1914. 

Figures for Germany before 1914 show 
that the birth rate had been falling rap- 
idly for a number of years before the 
war, though it was still well above the 
death rate. Fragmentary figures for
